Howard St. Intercepting 
Sewer Gives Relief To 
The North Shore Towns 
4 . 


Acting under the instructions of 
I . J. Crowe, President of the Sani­ 
tary District and his colleagues on 
the Board of Trustees, Edward J. 
Kelly, Chief engineer ol the district 
and his assistants are rapidly pre­ 
paring elaborate studies and esti­ 
mates for the new Howard Street 
Intercepting Sewer w*hich is inten­ 
ded to solve the sewerage disposal 
problem of the northwest portion 
of the Sanitary District. 
President Crowe is giving this 
big project his personal attention 
as he is convinced of the urgent 
need for drastic action to relieve 
intolerable 
conditions in the Des 
Plaines Valley. 
It is computed that the * a st un­ 
dertaxing will cost in the neighbor­ 
hood of $4,000,000 although this is 
subject to revision. 
In the recent annual reports of 
the Chief Engineer, the handling 
of the sewerage disposal problem 
in the northwestern portion of the 
Sanitary District has been discuss­ 
ed from the stand-point of a numb­ 
er of separate plants. 
These were 
listed under the headings of Upper 
Des Plaines Project covering Des 
Plaines, Park Ridge and Riverview, 
and severally under the Villages of 
Morton Grove, Glenview, Niles and 
Northbrook. 
During the past year, a study 
has shown the possibility of con­ 
solidating all these projects into 
a single project, whereby through 
the construction of an intercepting 
sewer the sanitary sewerage could 
be taken to the North Side Sewer­ 
age Treatment Works.

Judge H. J. Byrd, director of edu­ 
cation of division two, Cook county, 
is back on the job. 
He returned to 
his home at

o’clock that evening heard h:.s first 
law case since his illness. The judge 
says that he had a good time at 
the hospital. 
He wanted to stay 
longer, not that he wanted 
any 
more medicine, but it just seemed 
good to sit and sit with nothing 
to do and no need to worry about 
the worries of other people, w*hich 
is one of the jobs of a judge. Judge 
Byrd has had the time to do a lot 
of thinking since he was taken sick 
and a lot of that thinking was about 
“speeders” and automobile cases. 
He has decided upon a new* policy 
in his office that may sound a little 
strange to most people, but will be 
looked upon with favor by many 
autoists. 
He is against excessive 
speed, but he thinks that the slow* 
driver on a state highway should 
be arrested as promptly as the man 
w*ho travels forty or forty-five miles 
an hour.

Clear Way For 
Separation of 
Highway Grade 


A detailed survey of the 
main 
highway 
intersections 
of 
Cook 
county for the purpose of establish­ 
ing county rights and property re­ 
strictions on which to base a sy s­ 
tem of highway grade separations 
was ordered by the county board 
last week. 
The measure providing this ac­ 
tion was in the shape of an order 
introduced by County Commission­ 
er 
Francis 
Boutell 
instructing 
President A. J. Cermak of the board 
to appoint an advisory committee 
to work with the board’s subcom­ 
mittee on grade separations, 
of 
which Mr. Boutell is chairman. 
The 
commissioner 
said 
that 
President Cermak 
has 
indicated 
that he will name the advisory com­ 
mittee within a few days. 
It likely 
will consist of four or five tech­ 
nical men. .Their survey and find­ 
ings are to be completed 
within 
thirty days if possible. 
New Separation Plans 
Coincident with this move Mr. 
Boutell announced that the county 
highway department 
is 
nearing 
completion of designs for the first 
example of highway grade sepa*a- 
tion by the county, to be applied at 
Milwaukee avenue and Dempster 
street. 
It is expected, he says, that 
work on this project will be com­ 
menced before the season ends. 
“Two designs are being made,” 
Mi. Boutell said. “One set of plans 
provides for Milwaukee avenue con­ 
tinuing at grade 
and 
Dempste 
street intersecting at a depression. 
The other design reverses the posi­ 
tion of the thoroughfare 
at 
the 
crossing. 
The type of separation 
follows the plan used at G ran1 
Concourse and Fordham road, New 
York City. 
“This separation is to be ordered 
built immediately. 
It is to be a 
typical 
structure, 
susceptible 
to 
adaptation at other 
intersections 
through the county. 
When once 
it is completed the first step in a 
general grade separation will have 
been taken. 
It is the idea of the 
county hoard that immediate steps 
will be taken to follow* through on 
main traveled highways in various 
parts of the area. 


Clear Up Complications 
“Our experience to date has con­ 
vinced the hoard that the most re­ 
quisite preliminaiy work on this 
form of improvement is to clear in­ 
tersections 
of 
property 
owners’ 
complications well in advance 
of 
plans for construction. 
“The advisory committee pro­ 
vided for is to take steps in this 
direction. 
Its first task will be to 
develop a detailed survey of all in­ 
tersections 
susceptible 
of 
grade 
separation treatment. 
Then regu­ 
lations for building improvements 
at intersections can be put 
into 
force. 
The county also w ill be en­ 
abled to acquire width of right of 
way required for such structures 
long in advance of the launching of 
the project, having time for con­ 
demnations if purchase is out of the 
question. 
“These details usually are what 
slow up or stop proposed improve­ 
ments of this character. 
It is our 
plan to clear the way for a general 
grade separation campaign at one 
fell swoop. 
Board Eager to Act 
“The board, generally speaking, 
is ready to go ahead with the build­ 
ing of a system of grade separa­ 
tions which will give to some of the

Dodging individuals and crowds 
to avoid disease is like 
turning 
hermit to get away from an evil 
world. 
Health, like 
religion, 
is 
most useful to the fellow' who can 
control it among all the hazards 
which beset humanity. An isolated 
hermit would probably never get 
smallpox nor could he perform the 
services of the doctor 
or 
nurse 
whose vaccination scar is a shield 
against a loathsome disease. 
Infantile paralysis is likely to 
become increasingly prevalent dur­ 
ing the next sixty days but fleeting 
the country is no preventive or pro­ 
tective 
measure. 
Good 
resistive 
pow'er at home is a better 
safe­ 
guard than a thousand leagues of 
space from the first reported case. 
In ninety days from now diph­ 
theria season will be upon us. Then 
case reports wrill jump to 200 or 
300 per week instead of 75 or 80, 
the present rate. The greatest de­ 
gree of safety will be 
with 
the 
youngsters wrho have been immun­ 
ized against the disease 
before 
school opens. 
The trip from birth to death is 
like a race between contending ath ­ 
letes. 
When a cinder track is laid 
and side lines guard the runners 
from the crowd each contender can 
go further and faster than would 
be possible over a cornfield or along 
the sidewalks. 
Habits of hygiene 
are to an individual’s health what 
the cinder track is to the fleet-foot 
runner. 
' Of course an athlete may occa­ 
sionally stumble and fall even upon 
the smoothest track while occasion­ 
ally some fellow is found who seems 
to take on speed as the density of 
the crowd thickens. 
Those kind 
are like the isolated cases of early 
death among the most conscientious 
hygienist and the infrequent length 
of years to him who violates 
all 
laws of health. Sometimes it works 
that w’ay but usually it doesn’t.
